RAIN BUT NO PLANTS. 



Banlu Gathers News by 'PhoM and 
Mall and Finds that Midi Rain 

Fell, But Tobacce Plants Are 
Exceedingly Scarce 



Apart from an instinctive and 
impulsive desire to tell the truth 
reprardinj; everythln>r. the which 
I think is characteristic of a hb^ 
majority of Kentuckians, speak 
ing as an ofiicial of ihe Stemming' 
Association I knuw I ought to tell 
the truth respecting the outlook 
for the 1911 tobacco crop. 

Fur tills As.sociation cannot af- 
ford to discredit itbelf by falsify- 
ing crop prospects for the pur- 
pose of reaping tt inp<.»rary prof- 
its. From a business point of 
view, that would be abadpolicy- 
a policy Fure to injuriously «ffect 
the association in the ionjr run. 

In a leisurely way iwt us, on 
the 29th day of June, 1911. esti- 
mate the prosi)frt.« for a tobacco 
crop in the Stemming District 
for the current year. 

And in the beginning ah know 
this is written from the nerve 
r ' ; \;r of tile association. Every 
thing affecting the tobacco crop, 
favorable or the reverse, natur- 



ly drifts or is drawn to associat- 
ion headquarters here in Hen- 
derson, Ky. 

To illustrate, Editor Harris of 
the Journal came in from Sebree 
this morning; Him I sought and 
questioned. "No rain at Sebree 
or Rohards Saturday or Sunday 
or this morning, excepting light 
showers to barelT lay the dust, 
and in conaaqutnea|notobaeoo set- 
ting." 

Came in also Secretary Thom- 
pson from Providence this morn- 
ing' he reports: "No rain this side 
of Slaughtersville. Light rains 
there and heavier down the line 
to Madisonville, where they had 
gOod soaking rains in the past 2 
daysland the same also at Nebo, 
Providence, Clay and Dixon. 
And," concluded Mr. Thompson 
' T sum up the situation in Web- 
ster like this: the southern half 
of the countv has been compar- 
atively speaking, favored with 
rains as compared with the north- 
ern half of county, and In con- 
sequence a bigger acreage was 
pitched and is growing in south 
Webster. In that end of Web- 
ster the waste of plants, perish- 
after transplanting, has not been 
nearly so great as in north Web- 
ster. From all of which yoa 
may gather that north Webster 
is handicapped by the insufficient 
supply of plants. For the lack 
of which, how favorable so ever 
the weather may prove hereafter 
it will be impossible for north 
W ebster to pitch anything like a 
full crop. 

And Mr. Thompson agrees 
\\ ith this writer in that identical 
conditions and prospects prevail 
in both Hemlerson and Union 
counties as in north Webster. In 
all this territory the available 
supply of plants is wholly inad- 
uquate for the crop intended. 

To particularize and go on re- 
cord, take the following as the 
joint forecast of Sec'y Thomp- 
son and this writer, conditioned 
on faverable weatlMr for the fut- 
ure: 

Normal production of Hen- 
derson county, twelve 
millions pounds; 80 p«r 

cent, of crop in 1911 3.600,000 
Normal productions in Un- 
ion county, fonr million 
pounds. 80 percent of a 
crop in 1911. 1,200.000 



Same for Webster county 
eight million pounds, 50 

per cent, of crop in 1911 

4,000,000 

Same for Hopkins county, 
seven naillion, 80 per 
cent af crop in 1911 .6.800.000 

Same for Crittenden co., 
three million pounds; 80 
per eent of crop in 1911 



Total 16.400,000 

Normal average production in 
the Stemming District, thirty- 
four million pounds. Conjectur- 
ed production for year 1911. 16 
million, b hundred thousand, the 
29thday of June, 1911. 

Or, in other words, under fut- 
ure favorable weather conditions 
this district may produce 50 per 
of a crop. While that is possible 
it is bj no means probable, as 
all well posted men will readily 
admit. And by specialist, more 
ready than by others. 

Future Hoods, drouths, hail and 
frosts, of course, can't help the 
crop.

Th* Itoltlah pac^ ara vory dl*> 
tresaed ibeat the loaa of tho aton*. 
They lookad apon Ita ooBToyanee to 
England as a national bnmlllatlon, and 
In the treaty concluded between Eng- 
land and Scotland tn 132S Its return 
was mude an essential condition. Kd- 
ward III. ordered that It should be
